HUSBAND’S PETITION FOR DISSOLUTION OF MARRIAGE 
The Petitioner/Husband, MARK BELLISSIMO, brings this action for 
Dissolution of Marriage, and states: 

COUNTI 

1. Action for Dissolution of Marriage : This is an action for dissolution 
of marriage. 

2. Residence : The Husband has been a resident of the State of Florida 
for more than six months prior to the filing of this Petition. 

3. Marriage : The parties were married to each other on June 18, 1988 in 
Wellesley, Massachusetts. 

4. Irretrievably Broken : The marriage between the parties is 
irretrievably broken. 
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5. Children : Four adult children were bom of the marriage. There are 
no minor children. No additional issue is contemplated. 

6. Equitable Distribution : During the marriage, the parties acquired 
various marital assets and liabilities. The Court should equitably distribute the 
marital assets and liabilities of the parties pursuant to § 61.075 of the Florida 
Statutes. The Husband requests the equitable distribution of all marital assets 
acquired by the parties in various titles, jointly and singularly, including but not 
limited to real property, personal property and business interests along with the 
equitable distribution of any marital liabilities. 

WHEREFORE, the Husband, MARK BELLISSIMO, requests the entry of a 
final judgment of dissolution of marriage: (A) dissolving the marriage between the 
parties on the grounds that it is irretrievably broken; (B) equitably distributing the 
marital assets and liabilities of the parties pursuant to § 61.075 of the Florida 
Statutes; and (C) granting such other and further relief that the Court may deem 
equitable and just. 

COUNT II 

PARTITION OF REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY 

7. Action for Partition : This is an action for partition of real and 

personal property situated in Palm Beach County, Florida. 
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8. Ownership Interest :

10. Not Susceptible to Division in Kind: The above property is not 
susceptible to physical division, and it is in the best interests of the parties that the 
property be sold at a private sale as provided in Florida Statutes § 64.061(4), or by 
public sale as provided in Florida Statutes § 64.071. The Husband moves for 
private sale. After the payment of costs of sale, attorneys' fees and costs in 
connection with the sale, miscellaneous expenses of sale, payment of any 
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outstanding debts or encumbrances related to the property, and relevant taxes, the 
proceeds should be apportioned between the parties in accordance with their 
respective interest. The parties should be permitted to bid at any sale or make 
appropriate offers to purchase the property. 

WHEREFORE, the Husband, MARK BELLISSIMO, respectfully request 
that this Court: (A) enter a judgment of partition; (B) adjudicate the interests of the 
Husband and Wife and order sold the real and personal property described above 
pursuant to Chapter 64 of the Florida Statutes; (C) order the proceeds from this 
sale be divided among the parties in proportion to their interests after deducting the 
costs of sale, any debts or encumbrances related to the property, attorneys’ fees 
and costs in connection with the sale, taxes, and other appropriate expenses 
connected with the sale; and (D) grant any such further relief that the Court may 
deem equitable and just.
